Apparently the applicant did not read the restriction of April 3, 2006 as the applicant did not select either Group I or II (this restriction 
requirement is different than the one made on December 19, 2005 and is directed to different claims as the previous Group I is now 
being restricted into new Groups I and II). Regarding the applicant's argument that the applicant did not have a conversation with the 
examiner, the examiner attempted to call the applicant but since the applicant was not available at that time, the examiner mailed the 
restriction (the examiner never claimed to have a conversation with the applicant). The examiner wrote up specific instances that 
were not understood by the examiner in order to help the applicant avoid 1 12 rejections when the first office action is done as this will 
help move along the prosecution of the application and the applicant has not responded to those questions. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since 
the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing 
date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
